NATIVE DANCER 
1959 Rook Full 
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Preakness $150,000 

The purse for the Preakness at Pimlico, one 
of the nation’s oldest and most storied horse¬ 
races, has been increased to $150,000 to make 
it the richest added-money race in the world. 

The new value, which represents an increased 
endowment of $50,000, was revealed in a joint 
statement issued by Ben and Herman Cohen and 
Louis Pondfield, officers of the Maryland Jockey 
Club which operates Pimlico. 

At the same time, the MJC officers confirmed 
that the race, middle jewel in America’s official 
Triple Crown series, will be run for the 83rd 
time on Saturday, May 16, its traditional third- 
Saturday-in-May date. 

Nominating, entry and starting fees for the 
Preakness are expected to swell its gross value to 
some $180,000. This would mean about 
$127,000 to the winner after deductions of 
$30,000 for the second horse, $15,000 for third 
and $7,500 for fourth. 

The Preakness will be the fourth race in this 
country to have an added-money value in excess 
of $100,00. Churchill Downs puts up $125,000 
for the Kentucky Derby, $117,000 was offered 
for the Delaware Park Handicap last year, and 
the Belmont Stakes has just been raised to 
$125,000. 

Nominations for the 1959 Preakness will 
close on February 16 at a cost of $100 each. 
There will be a $500 entry fee and starters will 
pay an additional $1,000. The fee for supple¬ 
mentary nominations, which will close ten days 
before the running, is being raised from $7,500 
to $10,000. 

Appropriate Appellations 

If there’s anything quainter than the jargon 
of veteran Negro grooms and exercise riders 
found along Hialeah’s shedrow, it’s their nick¬ 
names. Many are known better by these than 
by their square tags. 

A tour through the stable area revealed such 
colorful monickers for these darkies as Dog 
Wagon, Duck Butter, Slow and Easy, Shot Gun, 
Sweet Newton, etc., and for each there’s a ro¬ 
mantic reason. 

Groom Slow and Easy and exercise rider Dog 
Wagon work for America’s No. 1 stable, Calu¬ 
met Farm. Slow, as he is called for short, rubs 
the stakes stars Kentucky Pride and Fabius and 
is Calumet’s oldest groom. Slow ain’t tellin’ but 
they say he’s hitting close to 70. His nickname 
is for the way he walks, talks and eats—slow 
and easy. He’s been with "Plain Ben’’ Jones 30 
years, before that famed horseman joined Wool- 
ford Farm and later Calumet.

He’d take various 
horsemen’s dogs, mostly those owned by the 
late H. G. Bed well, in a station wagon to the 
large white clay creek running through track 
property, and would swim with them. One rainy 
day, returning from the creek, Dog Wagon ap¬ 
plied the brakes to the station wagon and it 
slid right into Bedwell’s barn. That made Bed- 
well bellow: "Get that dog wagon outta here!” 
The name has stuck ever since. 

Duck Butter, described as having a "mouth 
full of gold,” has groomed such handicap aces 
as Summer Tan and Jet Action. He’s now with 
Trainer Ivan Parke of Mrs. Burnett Robinson’s 
Pin Oak Farm stable. His real name is Tod 
Sloan Pierce, and he got that because on the day 
Duck Butter was born, his father rubbed a 
horse which the famous jockey, Tod Sloan, won 
on the same afternoon. The Duck Butter tag 
dates back to 1916 when he was in a racetrack 
kitchen. In those days, they served separate 
butter dishes. A man at his table got into an 
argument with Duck Butter, picked up his but¬ 
ter dish and hit him over the head with it. So! 

Leon Newton, 56, who gallops C. T. Chenery’s 
champion First Landing, got the name "Sweet 
Newton” some years ago when exercising Star- 
mount Stable’s top horse, Primate. Leon plays 
piano as well as he rides. Shot Gun, a groom 
with trainer G. P. (Maje) Odom, got that 
monicker because his grandfather galloped a 
good stakes horse of that name many years ago. 

What’s in a name? Something to remember, 
say these unsung stable stalwarts.

THE FRONT NINE: Approval of nine-race 
programs at Thoroughbred tracks in New York 
apparently has set off a sympathetic detonation 
in Maryland. Shortly after a ninth race was 
tacked onto the cards at Jamaica, Belmont, Sara¬ 
toga, and eventually new Aqueduct, there were 
rumblings that Maryland track operators would 
seek permission to follow suit. 

Sounded out for his views, Bowie President 
Donald Lillis said: 'I won’t have any choice 
but to ask the commission for a decision prior 
to our opening. Our track has a fixed overhead 
and, with costs going up, I think the extra race 
would be very helpful to us. It also would mean 
increased revenue for the horsemen and the 
State.” 

Lou Pondfield, of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
operators of Pimlico, chimed in: "If New York 
is setting a precedent with nine-race programs 
we would like to have the same at Pimlico. It is 
certainly something for the major track heads 
to discuss.” 

Laurel president John D. Schapiro isn’t com¬ 
pletely sold on the idea, however. "We are in¬ 
terested in nine-race programs,” he said, ’’but 
there are a lot of things to be considered.” 

Questioning whether nine-race cards would 
be practical on weekdays, Schapiro mulled, "The 
extra race means a lot of extra expense. There’s 
another purse to be paid out and the mutuel 
employees must be paid for their additional 
work. On Saturdays and holidays, when we have 
big crowds, the extra race is fine, but I’m not 
convinced about weekdays.” 

Schapiro added that he would prefer to see 
how the public responds to the ninth race in 
New York before committing himself further. 

The nine-race program did not originate in 
New York, nor is it new to Maryland. Such 
cards have been presented in recent years in 
Illinois, Florida, West Virginia, New England 
and Louisiana. And last year, D. Eldred Rine¬ 
hart, racing commission chairman, voluntarily 
granted an extra race to Bowie, Laurel and 
Pimlico on the days when the Campbell, Preak- 
ness and International were run. 

To accommodate an extra race, the daily pro¬ 
grams would have to be speeded up by shorten¬ 
ing the period between events. But this is no 
real problem. Many bettors have complained 
about the half hour time lag between races. The 
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decision rests with the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, but attainment of additional revenue 
would seem to be the end to justify the means. 

NEW SEASON A-BORNING: Bowie, first 
of the major tracks in Maryland to institute a 
large-scale improvement policy, has made sev¬ 
eral notable refinements in its plant since last 
year. Of major significance is the resurfacing of 
the parking lots and roadways within the track. 
The grandstand and clubhouse have been re¬ 
painted but much of the other improvement 
work will be unseen by the ordinary race-goer. 

The backstretch area has been the scene of 
considerable remodeling. The barns have been 
rewired to provide individual stall lighting, 
Blueberry Hill dormitories have been made 
weather-tight and the heating systems therein 
improved. Additionally, a 12-foot ’overhang” 
has been constructed to protect horses as they 
cool out under the shed of the stakes and receiv¬ 
ing barn. 

The biggest change at Bowie, however, will 
be the absence of Howard S. Pierce, a fixture at 
the track in the pines for 30 years. On advice of 
his physicians, Pierce has resigned as vice- 
president and general manager, and sold his 
holdings in the track which for so long was a 
part of his life. Walking along the concourse it 
will seem strange to look up into the glass- 
paneled dining room and not see Howard Pierce 
holding court at his usual corner table. His 
friends on the track, and they are legion, will 
miss his understanding ear. 

Most of Pierce’s duties will be taken over by 
John F. (Jack) Loome, newly appointed assist¬ 
ant to the president. A former special agent of 
the F.B.I., Loome is well versed in Maryland 
racing matters, having served for 12 years as 
agent-in-charge of the Maryland-Florida divi¬ 
sion of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. 

During its 44-day meeting which opens Feb¬ 
ruary 7, Bowie will present a series of ten stakes 
endowed with $262,500 in added money. Pre¬ 
mier attraction will be the sixth running of the 
John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap. The 
$100,000-added Campbell will be contested for 
on March 28. 

New to the stakes list is the Prince George’s, 
a $10,000 event for Maryland-bred three-year- 
olds. The Prince George’s replaces the Bowie 
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Breeders’ Stakes which, since the advent of 
Bowie’s early dates, has failed to fulfill its 
purpose.

BOUNTIFUL HARVEST: The State of 
Maryland collected a record harvest of $9,- 
148,906 from racing in 1958. This sum rep¬ 
resents monies accruing from mutuel take, li¬ 
cense fees, uncashed tickets, and is an increase 
of $108,632.68 over 1957. 

There were 276 racing programs—flat, 
steeplechase and harness—conducted in Mary¬ 
land in 1958, three more than in 1957. The

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record revenue figure would appear to be des¬ 
tined for a short life in view of the apparent 
imminence of the nine-race program in the 
Free State. 

DOMINION DATA: Wonder Where, a filly 
conceived in Maryland but foaled in Canada is 
the highest-weighted filly on the Experimental 
Handicap drawn up by Ontario Jockey Club 
handicapper, Anthony Simms. This first edition 
of the Canadian Experimental was issued in 
three parts: two-year-olds, three-year-olds, and 
four-year-olds and up. It is concerned only with 
horses which raced in Ontario. 

Basing his weights on a theoretical race at a 
mile and a sixteenth, Simms named Lanson 
Farm’s Irish-bred Anita’s Son topweight at 122 
pounds. Wonder Where, a daughter of Occupy 
—On the Fly, by New World, tops the fillies at 
114 pounds. Considering the five-pound sex al¬ 
lowance granted a filly prior to September 1, 
Wonder Where would be tied with Bull Vic 
(119) as second highweight on the list. 

Wonder Where, purchased in utero at the 
1955 Keeneland Fall Sales from the Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt consignment, was bred by Rolling 
Range Farm and is the property of Larkin 
Maloney and Conn Smythe. In her first season 
of campaigning the bay filly posted this record: 
8 starts, 5 wins, 1 second, 1 third and $18,010. 
After finishing second in her debut, Wonder 
Where ran up a string of five straight wins, 
including victories in the My Dear and Claren¬ 
don Stakes. Her dam, a winner at two, is a 
sister to the winner Yonder and half-sister to 
the stakes winners Heelfly and Crash Dive. She 
also has produced the winners Baby Spot and 
On the Loose. 

KILROE WAS HERE: The American Ex¬ 
perimental Free Handicap, executed by Jockey 
Club and Santa Anita handicapper Frank E. (Jim¬ 
my) Kilroe, was topped by once-beaten (by a 
Maryland-owned colt) First Landing at 128 
pounds. Third highweight at 123 pounds and 
tied with Claiborne Farm’s Dunce was Brook¬ 
field Farms’ Intentionally, the Belmont and 
Pimlico Futurity winner owned by Baltimorean 
Harry Z. Isaacs. Mr. Isaacs’ breeding establish¬ 
ment tied with Claiborne Farm for the honor 
of being the breeder of the most horses assigned 
Experimental weights. Each had four of its 
home-breds represented. Brookfield’s four: In¬ 
tentionally (123), Inescapable (108), Im Will¬ 
ing (107) and In Thee (106). 

Native Dancer tied *Turn-to for runner-up 
honors among stallions having the most sons 
and daughters represented. Hill Prince led with 
five; Native Dancer and *Turn-to had four each. 
The Native Dancers (his first crop): Jungle 
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Dancer (113), Dance All Night (108), East 
Indian (107), and Sit This Out (104). 

[Another son, stakes-winning Dan Cupid, was 
assigned 129 pounds on the English Free Han¬ 
dicaps, four pounds below topweighted Tudor 
Melody.] 

Intent, syndicated son of War Relic, in which 
Harry Isaacs holds controlling interest, was the 
only stallion to have two colts weighted at 118 
or more. These were Intentionally (123) and 
Demobilize (119). Demobilize was brought to 
the races by Marylander Larry S. MacPhail who 
sold the chestnut to Travis M. Kerr last summer. 

Of further interest to Marylanders is Snom- 
mis (winner of a division of the Marlboro 
Nursery and the Pimlico Breeders’) which was 
foaled at Cleveland Skinker’s Flamingo Farm. 
Snommis, owned by Fred A. Simmons, was 
weighted at 106 pounds. McLellan, bred by 
Rigan McKinney at his Blarney Farm, received 
105, the same package assigned H. Dorsey Ship¬ 
ley’s Florida-bred Weather Prophet. * River 
War’s daughter Arpey, winner of the New 
England Futurity, was weighted at 104. 

STALING OFF: In hiking the added value 
of the Preakness from $100,000 to $150,000, 
Pimlico caught a lot of people off balance. Thus, 
the Preakness becomes the richest added-value 
race in the world. The Garden State Stakes, 
which grossed $297,500 last October, carries 
only $100,000 in added money. In the latter 
race, horsemen kick in almost two dollars for 
every one put up by the association. It’s still a 
good bet, though, that the Washington, D. C. 
International is the costliest promotion of them 
all. Laurel puts up one hundred grand for this 
one and pays all expenses for the foreigners. 

Native Dancer, which topped the 1952 Ex¬ 
perimental at 130 pounds, was Maryland’s lead¬ 
ing sire of two-year-old winners in 1958. :: River 
War was runner-up. A year-end sire roundup 
will be published in next month’s issue of The 
Maryland Horse. . . . Harry Z. Isaacs aug¬ 
mented his broodmare band last month with 
the purchase of the seven-year-old mare * Peer¬ 
less Light. The unraced daughter of Hyperion— 
Neolight, by Nearco, was obtained at the C. H. 
Jones and Sons dispersal. She is in foal to De¬ 
termine. ’Tis a pity that her foal’s name will 
have to start with the letter "I”. What could be 
a more appropriate name for a son or daughter 
of Neolight than "Step On It”? 

Harry A. Love also made a recent buying 
junket to California, where he picked up two 
five-year-old mares at the Mid-Winter Sale. 
Love, who maintains The Addition, Cockeys- 
ville, purchased Contessa Reigh (Count Fleet— 
Day School, by *Alibhai) and Tonya K. (Val-

tessa Reigh is in foal to Cover Up and is ex¬ 
pected to drop in Kentucky. Tonya K., carrying 
a *Noor foal, is due to foal in Maryland. 

El Mono, standing at George P. Edel’s Wood¬ 
land Farm, McDonogh, has had 24 winners from 
27 starters. The Head Play horse is starting to 
get some attention. Twenty-some mares have 
been booked to him this year. 

There was a fine turnout for the dinner and 
dance put on by the Maryland Chapter of the 
Professional Horsemens Association at Jack¬ 
sonville last month. This affair moves up in class 
every year. . . . LeRoy E. Smith, owner of 
Hickory Hollow, has purchased some young 
horses from Alan Clarke and John Pons. 

Daniel B. Brewster, president of Timonium 
and director of the MHBA, was the recipient of 
the Baltimore Junior Association of Commerce’s 
annual distinguished service award on January 
28. . .. Folks came from all over the area to see 
Trainer Henry S. Clark unload his horses at 
Bowling Brook Farm. Clark has leased the train¬ 
ing facilities of the historic old Carroll County 
nursery and is wintering there. Endine and 
Tempted are among his charges. . . . Native 
Dancer yearlings attained the highest average of 
any American sire represented by as many as 
three yearlings sold by public auction last year. 
The Dancer’s average was $29,944. . . . The ten 
leading Maryland-bred money-winners are Find, 
$684,014; Social Outcast, $668,300; Gallorette, 
$445,535; Challedon, $334,660; Pilaster, 
$259,800; Squared Away, $255,145; Loser 
Weeper, $232,920; Elkridge, $230,680; Con- 
niver, $227,825; Vertex, $207,395. Vertex is 
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the only member of the top ten still in training. 
There is a possibility that Find may rejoin the 
Vanderbilt stable when it moves to New York. 
The decision rests with the Discovery gelding 
which has been troubled during the past year 
with a quarter crack. 

Belmont On June 13 

The Belmont Stakes, climax event of 
Thoroughbred racings Triple Crown, will be 
run on Saturday, June 13. The announcement of 
the date of the mile-and-a-half Belmont estab¬ 
lishes the full pattern for the Triple Crown 
events. The Kentucky Derby has reserved its 
traditional first Saturday in May—May 2—and 
the Preakness will be run at Pimlico on May 16, 
two weeks after the Derby and four weeks 
prior to the Belmont. 

The Belmont, oldest and longest of the Triple 
Crown events, has also been brought up to a 
monetary par with the Derby at an added value 
of $125,000 for 1959. The Belmont, which was 
begun in 1867 with an added value of $1,500, 
has had eleven of its renewals run at last year’s 
value of $100,000 added and this year follows 
the pattern for the Triple Crown races estab¬ 
lished by the Derby when it increased its value 
to $125,000 in 1955. Having its 91st running 
this season, the Belmont antedates the lft- 
mile Preakness by six years and the U/^-mile 
Derby by eight years. 

Like the other portions of the Triple Crown, 
nominations will close for the Belmont on 
Monday, February 16. Supplementary nomina¬ 
tions, at $5,000, will be accepted a short time 
before the race.

T HE best thing about January is looking back 
on it. There was no racing in Maryland 
during the month, and the late spring caused 
the abandonment of a couple of programs at 
Charles Town. 

Though Baltimore radio and TV stations take 
no cognizance of racing, the popularity of the 
sport was attested to by the throngs that jammed 
Charles Town on weekends. Bus- and train-loads 
made trips from New York, New Jersey and 
Philadelphia, as well as Baltimore and Wash¬ 
ington, because West Virginia is closer than 
Hialeah. 

I suppose it isn’t exactly fair to say that the 
Baltimore air waves exclude racing, because 
there is dear old Monitor, which gives the run¬ 
nings of important stakes when the local outlet 
doesn’t have some kind of a ball game on, and 
WBAL gives the results of three races at Charles 
Town if you can listen fast enough to catch 
them. 

In the last two years, I have become a fan 
of WGAL, Channel 8, of Lancaster, Pa. This 
outfit believes in putting on adult entertain¬ 
ment, and treats its customers to the Racing at 
Hialeah, while the NBC TV station in Balti¬ 
more presents Twilight Theatre. The scheduled 
entertainment for February 7 was "Dive Bomb¬ 
er,” with Errol Flynn and Fred MacMurray, a 
story "involving the medical problems concern¬ 
ing flying in 1941.” 

If you live in Baltimore, or vicinity, and have 
been worried about medical problems concern¬ 
ing flying in 1941, here’s your chance to get 
the facts. Be sure to tune in. 

If you’d prefer to see the McLennan Handi¬ 
cap, try Channel 8 in Lancaster, or Channel 4, 
Washington. 

Things were rather lively in the State, during 
January, even though it is the only cool month 
in which there is no racing in Maryland. 

There were dozens of stories about the sale 
of Bel Air and numerous guesses as to whom 
Governor Millard Tawes will select to replace 
Mr. D. Eldred Rinehart on the Racing Com¬ 
mission. There was unusually little talk about 
transferring Pimlico to Laurel, in the days be¬ 
fore the Legislature convened, and the an¬ 
nouncement that Pimlico is to continue its 
splendid improvement program has silenced 
such rumors forever. 
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The most interesting thing that happened to 
me during the month was my introduction to a 
"key” club. This is a place where, if you don’t 
have a key, you can bang on the heavy oak 
door until your knuckles are bleeding, and noth¬ 
ing will happen. If you’re persistent enough, I 
am told, a fellow will come out and push you 
down the steps. 

The key club I visited (as the guest of a 
gentleman who has been prominent in Mary¬ 
land racing for many years) was a most exciting 
place. 

The motif combined old furnishings and new 
girls. Actually, the bar, settees and tables and 
things were of recent origin, but they were 
fashioned in the style of the Gay Nineties, and, 
thus, gave the establishment the aspect of 
antiquity. 

The costumes of the waitresses were eye-fill¬ 
ing. Without the shoes, one costume would 
about fill one eye. Oh, another thing they have 
in key clubs is food. 

At a pleasant little supper, Mr. Howard 
Pierce told half a dozen friends that he had 
sold his interests in Bowie and was retiring 
from the offices he had held at the track. 

Mr. Pierce has been associated with race¬ 
tracks, and owned chunks of them, ever since 
he can remember. Just as the Whitneys and 
Wideners hand down racehorses from parent 
to child, Mr. Pierce’s family passes its tracks on 
to the next generation. His uncle was Gadsden 
Bryan, who with James O’Hara, built Bowie in 
1914, and his stepfather was Joseph Boyle, who 
managed the track for many years. 

Unlike the Whitneys and Wideners, who rode 
horses from the time they could walk, Mr. Pierce 
wasn’t given a racetrack to play with until he 
was 14 years old. Even at that mature age, his 
association with the game was limited to Satur¬ 
days, holidays and vacations. 

While Mr. Pierce is not one to indulge in 
fanfare or fireworks, I shall always remember 
him for a touch he added to Maryland racing 
a few years back. He put the first boat on the 
first infield lake of a Maryland racetrack. 

Among the improvements added to Bowie 
during Larry MacPhail’s regime was a two-level 
lake, with dam and waterfall. As Mr. Pierce is

Trainers' Association's 25th 
Anniversary

The Association will be 25 years old on No¬ 
vember 23. 

Nechamkin At Bowie 

Leo S. Nechamkin of Baltimore has been ap¬ 
pointed admissions director at the Bowie Race 
Course for the 44-day meeting opening on Feb¬ 
ruary 7. Nechamkin is a veteran of 22 years in 
admissions work with tours of duty at Maryland 
tracks, Delaware Park and Atlantic City.

Last year Nechamkin directed 
the admissions department at Timonium. 
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TRPB Birthday 

To all outward appearances, Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 15, was just another day for the TRPB. 
The teletype clicked off messages to Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Miami, girls checked 
through stacks of fingerprint cards in a routine 
screening of license applications. It was "busi¬ 
ness as usual” for the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau as it marked its 13th anni¬ 
versary. 

Thirteen years ago the picture had been dif¬ 
ferent. Flash bulbs and questions popped as the 
formation of the TRPB was officially announced 
and Spencer J. Drayton held his first press con¬ 
ference at the TRA offices. At that first meeting 
with the press Drayton had little to say, but the 
answers to the questions were soon forthcoming 
in action as the TRPB program got under way. 

Summing up in his recent report to the mem¬ 
bership at the TRA convention in San Francisco, 
Drayton said: "Ours is no longer so much a 
cleanup operation as it is a protective function.” 

Citing racing’s ever-increasing attendance 
figures Drayton said: "The national attendance 
of some 30,000,000 at Thoroughbred tracks 
speaks well for the current state of public con¬ 
fidence in racing. The public is today aware that 
Thoroughbred racing is not only a great com¬ 
petitive entertainment but also one of the most 
carefully supervised of sports.” 

Racehorse Sale 

Officials of the Breeders’ Sales Company re¬ 
cently announced plans for a second annual sale 
of horses of racing age to be held Monday, April 
20, at Keeneland Race Course. 

Last year, in the inaugural vendue, 84 head, 
mostly two- and three-year-olds, were sold for 
$279,250, an average of $3,324. 

Deadline for entering and withdrawing horses 
from the spring sale is Friday, March 20. 

Entry blanks will be available within the next 
few weeks. 

Held in conjunction with the Keeneland meet¬ 
ing of April 9 to 23, the sale will be conducted 
on the second "dark" Monday. 

Should consignors to this sale so desire, a 
public workout of the horses to be sold will be 
staged on the Keeneland main track on Sunday, 
April 19. 

First 1959 Foal 

The first foal dropped in Maryland in 1959 
arrived at W. I. Patterson’s Hillside Farm, 
Bowie, at 3 a.m. on January 2. 

The foal, a filly, is by Danherst, out of Mar¬ 
garet E. 

Mr. Patterson breeds for early foals. Margaret 
E. produced her 1958 baby on January 1. 
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Howard Pierce , long associated with Maryland 
racing , has resigned from his post as vice- 
president and general manager of the Bowie 
Race Course on advice of his physicians. 

Pierce Leaves Bowie 

Howard S. Pierce, vice-president and general 
manager of Bowie Race Course, terminated his 
connection with the operation and management 
of the Southern Maryland track in January. The 
decision to resign was reached by Pierce follow¬ 
ing recommendations of his personal physicians. 

The resignation was tendered to the Board of 
Directors and terminated a Bowie association 
which began with the founding of the track in 
1914 by Gadsden Bryan and James O’Hara. 
Pierce, a nephew of Bryan, was instrumental in 
developing Bowie as one of the leading tracks 
in the country. 

Pierce, the largest single stockholder in the 
Southern Maryland Agricultural Association 
(operators of Bowie), disposed of his holdings. 
The group which acquired control in 1952 con¬ 
tinues to own the controlling interest. 

Pierce worked at Bowie in every capacity for 
more than 30 years and his leadership will be 
missed. Donald C. Lillis, Bowie president, re¬ 
quested Pierce to retain his interest in the track 
and remain as chairman of the board, member 
of the executive committee and director. 
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However, Pierce felt that it would not serve 
the best interests of his health. Pierce said, 
"Physically I feel that I am unable to devote the 
time and responsibility required to conscien¬ 
tiously fulfill the duties required by the position. 
My association at Bowie has been a pleasant one 
and I am grateful for the cooperation of the 
Bowie organization, horsemen, press and others 
who have helped in the success of the track”.

His father, 
the late George Hyland, was also a racing of¬ 
ficial in New York, Florida and Louisiana for 
more than 30 years, while his grandfather, John 
Hyland, was trainer for August Belmont before 
the turn of the century, and is one of 12 trainers 
enshrined in the Hall of Fame at the National 
Museum of Racing in Saratoga Springs. 

Bud Hyland is well known to all Maryland 
racing folk who are sure that his ability and 
pleasant personality will make him as well 
liked in New York as in Maryland.

REPORT YOUR FOALS 
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Marlboro Improvements 

Construction of a new seven-furlong chute, 
new roads leading direct to the track and instal¬ 
lation of the film patrol for its 1959 October 
race meeting were announced recently by Ed¬ 
ward F. Farrell, Jr., president of the Marlboro 
Race Course. 

These, together with other important im¬ 
provements were decided upon at a recent meet¬ 
ing of the Marlboro officials, and it is expected 
that most of them will be completed in time 
for this fall’s 12-day meeting. 

Work has already begun on the new seven- 
furlong chute. It will be 60 feet wide from the 
mouth of the chute and down the entire back- % 
stretch, while the turns will be 60 feet wide and 
well banked. With the completion of the new 
chute, Marlboro will have chutes for five- and 
seven-furlong races. Distance courses will be 
l'/ifi and l l /8 miles. 

In addition to the seven-furlong chute, an¬ 
other racing development for the track will be 
the installation of the film patrol. This feature 
brings Marlboro into line with its contempo¬ 
raries. 

Simultaneous with the improvements to the 
racetrack itself, several major changes are under 
way toward greatly improving the roads to the 
oval. Bridges over Water Street, West Branch 
Creek and the railroad will be constructed to 
meet the dual highway leading from Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue in Washington through the race¬ 
track’s parking lor in 'he rear of the grandstand. 


The new expressway will have two clover 
leafs approximately 2,000 feet apart. One will 
pass over Water Street which is the present 
entrance to the track, servicing the town of 
Upper Marlboro as well as the fair grounds. 
The other will pass over U. S. Route 301 which 
will become a dual highway from Baltimore to 
Upper Marlboro, and is expected to be finished 
by September 1. 

Marlboro officials have embarked upon a 
long-range schedule aimed at combining the 
track’s October race meet with its September 
Fair. Arrangements are being completed to ex¬ 
pand the grandstand in both width and depth, 
and to enlarge the clubhouse, adding a bigger 
dining room with cocktail lounge and comforta¬ 
ble betting facilities. 

With Prince Georges County doubling in 
population and becoming more urbanized, the 
policy of Marlboro’s Agricultural Fair was 
broadened last year. The Fair management 
joined with the Chamber of Commerce and 
staged a highly successful three-day exhibit 
known as the Prince Georges County Fair and 
Show Case. 

Last fall’s Fair which reflected the accomplish¬ 
ments of local agriculture, government, industry 
and the home, was described by the thousands 
who converged upon the grounds as a "Little 
World’s Fair.” Its acceptance by the public sur¬ 
passed all expectations, and the 1959 edition is 
being planned to host over 100,000 next Sep¬ 
tember. 
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Pons Backed For Commission

John P. Pons, 43-year-old president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, has been 
recommended to Governor Tawes as successor 
to D. Eldred Rinehart on the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

Rinehart, currently chairman of the commis¬ 
sion, will vacate his office when his term expires 
in June. 

Recommending Pons to the Governor were 
Harford County’s State Senator, William James, 
and the six-man Democratic State Central Com¬ 
mittee of Harford County. 

The committee is unanimously in favor of 
Pons’ appointment, according to Robert Archer, 
one of the members. In addition to Senator 
James, the Governor will meet with Archer and 
four other members of the State Central Com¬ 
mittee which is headed by Freeborn Brown. 

Pons has served for the last three years as 
president of the M. H. B. A. He also is a director 
of the Timonium and Bel Air race tracks. 

He is a commercial horse breeder, operating 
the Country Life Farm, near Bel Air, in partner¬ 
ship with his brother, Joseph. He rose from 
private to colonel in the Army during World 


War II and has been a vital figure in the recent 
strengthening of Maryland-bred stakes races in 
the State. 

Pons’s father, the late Adolphe Pons, was gen¬ 
eral manager of the August Belmont breeding 
and racing stables. 

The father at one time owned Discovery and 
was the man who planned the mating which 
produced Man o’ War. 

Pons, a Democrat, never has held political 
office. 

Under Maryland racing laws, the composition 
of the Racing Commission must shift from two 
Republicans and one Democrat to two Demo¬ 
crats and one Republican now that a Democratic 
governor has taken office. 

The first term to expire will be Rinehart’s. 
Although he is chairman of the commission, his 
successor would not necessarily be named to 
head the three-man group. 

Only Democrat currently on the commission 
is E. Taylor Chewning whose term expires in 
1961. Albert A. Shuger, the third commission 
member, has served only two years of his six- 
year appointment. From the Evening Sun

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less,” he said. "Don’t let anyone sell you short 
on the future of agriculture in this country. 
However, with cost-price squeezes and new 
forms of competition affecting farm income, 
and with farmers facing loss of control over 
their operations through contract farming and 
economic integration, it behooves youth to 
learn the intricacies of farm business.” 

"The FFA-A.I.C. contest provides incentives 
to farm youth to learn about the various types 
of business in America, including farmer co¬ 
operatives and to learn-by-doing through pur¬ 
chasing services and supplies, and selling their 
animals or produce through cooperative associa¬ 
tions. 

"State champion FFA Chapters, selected by 
state education and state FFA Association of¬ 
ficials, will each receive an award certificate 
and will compete for regional plaques and the 
trip to the University of Illinois. Four regions 
have been set up by the U. S. Office of Edu¬ 
cation covering the U. S.—Pacific, North 
Central, North Atlantic, and Southern. Last 
year’s winner were: Mesa (Ariz.) FFA Chap¬ 
ter, Wittenberg (Wis.) FFA Chapter, Housa- 
tonic Valley (Conn.) FFA Chapter, and 
Moultrie (Ga.) FFA Chapter. 

"Arrangements for the contest are in charge 
of Howard McClarren, Director of Youth Edu¬ 
cation for the Institute. Deadline for receipt of 
1,000-word illustrated reports of activities is 
June 30, 1959. Presentation of the awards will 
be made at the Youth Reports session, August 
10, at the University of Illinois.”
